Manila, Dec. 19. Maj. Gen. Hen- 
ry W. Bawton has been shot and 
killed at Mateo. He was on the 
firing line, in front of his troops, 
was shot in the breast and died im 
mediately. 

Gen. Bawton was walking along 

the Bring line within 300 Tarda of 

'small sharpshooters' trench, con- 
spicuous ip the big white helmet he 
alWava wore, and a light yellow 
raincoat. He was also easily dis 
tinguishable by reason of his com 
mandmg stature. 

San Mateo lies between a higl 
mountain behind and a broad 
shallow stream in front, with wid< 
sandbars which the insurgent 
trenches and thebuildingscomm;
